GROWTH IMPLANTS 
EFFECTIVE 

A report has just come to my 
attention which I feel will be of 
interest to Beef Producers. It was 
carried out in Eastern Canada, but 
I see no reason that it wouldn’t 
apply as well in this area. Basically 
the report stated that two ear im¬ 
plants of diethylstilbestrol <DES> 
spaced five months apart, can in¬ 
crease the live market weight of 
beef steers by as much as 70 
pounds. 

In a test at Lennoxville, where 
the testing was done, one implant 
five months before marketing gave 
a 43-pound advantage over un¬ 
treated steers. One implant 10 
months before marketing resulted 
in a 17-pound increase in weight. 

The test was carried out on two 
groups of 24 each of equal

To prevent falls in the bath or 
shower, use a rubber bath mat 
or strips fixed in the tub. Where 
there are older persons in the 
family, there should be a handrail 
firmly fixed in the wall, so that 
anyone can support himself when 
standing in or leaving the bath.
